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ORDINANCES 

PASSED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  SESSION,

No.  1. 

All  ordinance  to  add  an  additional  section  to  Article  32, 
title  "Schools,"  sub-title  "Buildings  and  School  Prop- 
erty," of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1906,  said  additional 
section  to  follow  Section  1  of  said  article  of  said  code 
and  to  be  designated  Section  1-A,  providing  (pursuant 
to  Section  89  of  Article  4,  Public  Local  Laws,  Baltimore 
City  Charter)  for  the  superintendence  by  the  Board  of 
School  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City  of  repairs  to 
School  houses  and  school  property. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  an  additional 
section  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  added  to 
Article  32,  title  '^ Schools,"  sub-title '^^Bnildings 
and  School  Property,"  of  Baltimore  City  Code 
of  1906,  said  additional  section  to  follow  section 
1  of  said  article  of  said  Code,  to  be  designated 
1-A  and  to  read  as  follows  : 

1-A.  In  the  place  and  stead  of  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  (formerly  Inspector  of  Buildings) 
the  authority  to  make  and  superintend  repairs 
to  school  house  buildings  and  the  entire  main- 
tenance and  operation  thereof  is  hereby  trans- 
ferred and  lodged  exclusively  to  and  in  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Baltimore 
City  and  the  latter  shall  have  all  the  power  now 
exercised  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  (formerly 
Inspector  of  Buildings)  in  the  matter  of  repairs 
to  buildings  used  for  school  purposes  and  the 
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entire  maintenance  and  operation  thereof.  For 
the  pnrpose  of  accomplishing  the  objects  of 
this  section,  and  so  that  the  Board  of  School 
Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City  may  properly 
exercise  its  duties  hereunder,  the  said  Board 
is  hereby  authorized,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates  in  each  case,  to  emx)loy 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  and  for  such 
period  of  time  such  carpenters,  plumbers, 
painters,  glaziers  and  other  mechanics  as  may 
be  necessary,  their  compensation  and  the  cost 
of  all  repairs,  maintenance  and  operation  of 
said  school  house  buildings  to  be  paid  from 
appropriations  made  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  the  Board  of  School 
Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City  for  such  pur- 
pose ;  provided,  that  all  orders  for  minor  repairs 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for  his  ap- 
proval; provided  that  all  repairs  exceeding 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500)  in  cost  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  14  and  15, 
Article  4,  Public  Local  Laws  (Baltimore  City 
Charter),  relating  to  competitive  bidding,  and 
the  same  shall  be  awarded  pursuant  to  said 
sections. 

1-AA.  No  orders  for  repairs  for  less  than 
$500  shall  be  given  to  any  contractors  who  are 
not  registered  voters  of  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  that 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

tracks  of  The  Maryland  Electric  Railways  Company  at 
the  intersection  of  Harford  Road  with  the  south  side  of 
Hamilton  Avenue;  also  with  track  connections  into  The 
Maryland  Electric  Railways  Company's  car  house  prop- 
erty at  Montebello  Avenue. 

Whereas  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  231 
of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1924, 
known  as  Section  9-A  of  Article  4  of  the  Code 
of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  title  ''City 
of  Baltimore,"  the  City,  through  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  has  agreed  with  The  United  Rail- 
ways and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  for 
and  as  to  the  relocation  of  its  tracks  on  certain 
stretches  of  streets,  the  improvement  of  which 
is  contemplated  by  the  City ;  the  cost  of  reloca- 
tion and  the  length  and  character  of  the  fran- 
chises in  the  new  locations  to  be  as  set  forth 
in  a  letter  from  former  City  Solicitor  Perlman 
to  the  Board  of  Estimates,  under  date  of  Janu- 
ary 25,  1926,  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Estimates  on  January  26,  1926 ;  and 

Whereas  The  City  is  about  to  improve  the 
Harford  Road  from  the  old  City  limits  as  estab- 
lished in  1888  to  the  new  City  limits  as  estab- 
lished in  1918,  one  of  the  stretches  covered  by 
this  agreement,  and  the  Company  is  entitled 
to  substituted  rights  of  way  and  franchises,  so 
that  its  tracks  may  be  relocated  in  pursuance 
of  said  agreement. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  agreement 
between  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  The  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore, 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  on  Janu- 
ary 26,  1926,  above  referred  to,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained  that 
The  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of 
Baltimore,  its  successors  and  assigns,  be  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  lay 
down,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  double 
electric  railway  tracks,  with  the  necessary  poles, 
wires  and  overhead  construction,  and  to  operate 
and  maintain  an  electric  railway  thereon  in  the 
center  of  Harford  Road,  as  proposed  to  be 
widened  from  the  old  City  limits  as  established 
in  1888,  to  the  south  side  of  Hamilton  Avenue ;

of  The  Maryland  Electric  Railways  Company 
at  the  intersection  of  Harford  Road  with  the 
south  side  of  Hamilton  Avenue ;  also  with  track 
connections  into  The  Maryland  Electric  Rail- 
ways Company's  car  house  property *at  Monte- 
bello  Avenue;  with  the  right  to  run  on  the 
aforesaid  tracks,  cars  to  be  propelled  by  elec- 
tricity supplied  by  overhead  wdres  or  by  the 
storage  system,  or  by  any  improved  system 
which  may  be  approved  by  the  City. 

Section  3.  Said  Railways  tracks  shall  be 
built  and  renewed  from  time  to  time  under  the 
supervision  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Highways  Engineer,  partly  in  an  open  reserva- 
tion in  the  center  of  the  Harford  Road,  of  '  ^  T  " 
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rail  construction,  and  partly  of  girder  rail  con- 
struction; and  the  rails  and  renewals  thereof, 
from  time  to  time,  where  laid  on  any  part  of 
said  street,  shall  be  of  the  most  improved  pat- 
tern of  ^^T"  and  girder  rails,  and  of  a  similar 
gauge  to  tracks  now^  in  use  in  said  City,  and 
to  be  so  constructed  and  laid  down  as  not  to 
obstruct  or  impede  the  free  flow  of  water  across 
said  streets,  or  down  the  gutters  thereof,  and 
so  as  not  to  interfere  with  or  encroach  upon  the 
sidewalks  or  gutters  as  laid  out  and  existing 
upon  and  along  said  street. 

Section  4.  And  the  said  Railways  Company, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  in  laying  down  or  in  relaying  down, 
from  time  to  time,  said  railway  tracks  on  Har- 
ford Road,  adjust  the  said  tracks  to  the  grades 
of  said  street  as  the  same  are  now  or  may 
be  hereafter  established  by  law;  and  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  keep  the  spaces  between  the 
said  tracks  and  extending  for  two  feet  on  either 
side  thereof  in  thorough  repair;  the  obligation 
to  repair  hereunder,  however,  not  to  become 
effective  or  in  force  until  after  the  expiration 
of  the  period  of  the  guarantee  of  the  contractor 
or  contractors  who  lay  the  paving  upon  said 
portions  of  said  street  covered  by  this  ordi- 
nance; and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the 
same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but 
without  obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said 
roadbed  on  either  side  of  said  tracks ;  the  pro- 
visions of  Ordinance  No.  9  of  1897,  are  not  to 
be  read  into  or  treated  as  part  of  or  in  any 
way  affecting  this  agreement. 

Section  5.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right 
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and  duty  at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest 
of  the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence, 
regulation  and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  sul)stituted  rights  of  way  or 
franchises  hereby  made  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  hereof. 

Section  6.  The  rights  of  way  and  franchises 
herein  described  shall  have  the  same  duration 
and  the  same  freedom  from  Park  Tax  as  the 
rights  of  way  and  franchises  so  surrendered 
have,  and  no  more.

Section  1.  Be  if  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Couneil  of  Baltimore,  That  a  Commis- 
sion, to  be  known  as  the  Charter  and  City  Code 
Revision  Commission,  be  and  it  is  hereby  cre- 
ated for  the  purpose^  of  studying  and  investi- 
gating the  form  and  structure  of  the  municipal 
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Government,  with  a  view  to  revising  the  City 
Charter  of  Baltimore  in  order  to  secure  the 
form  of  Government  most  suitable  for  said  City. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Commission 
to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  ordinances  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  with  a  view  to  elimi- 
nating all  obsolete  and  useless  ordinances,  and 
to  submit  a  revised  Code  of  Ordinances  for 
adoption  by  the  City  Council. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Commission  hereby  created  shall  consist 
of  not  more  than  nine  (9)  members,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor.

Be  it  ordained  hi/  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  The  Northern 
Central  Railway  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
track  in  the  bed  of  South  Caroline  Street,  the 
centre  line  of  said  track  being  described  as 
follows : 

Beginning-  for  the  centre  line  of  the  track 
hereby  authorized,  in  the  centre  of  the  track 
which  The  Northern  Central  Railway  Company 
now  maintains  in  the  centre  of  South  Caroline

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nance  granted,  tlie  said  revaluation  and  valua- 
tion liereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  determined 
upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the 
other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  repre- 
sentatives or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  ap- 
point a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  two  arbi- 
trators shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to 
agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  ap- 
point such  umpire.

A  clear,  open  and  unoccuxjied 
space  not  less  than  3  feet  wide  on  the  same  lot 
with  a  building  and  situated  between  the  side 
line  of  the  building  and  the  side  line  of  the  lot, 
and  which  extends  from  the  front  line  of  the 
lot  or  from  the  front  yard  to  the  rear  line  of  the 
lot  or  to  the  rear  yard. 

Par.  14,  Sec.  6.  A.  The  minimum  thickness 
for  solid  brick  exterior  bearing  walls  shall  be 
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12  inches  for  the  uppermost  35  feet  of  their 
heig'lit  or  the  nearest  ties  of  l)eams  thereto,  and 
shall  be  increased  4  inches  for  each  successive 
35  feet  or  fraction  thereof,  measured  downward 
from  the  toj)  of  the  wall,  except  that  the  walls 
of  one-story  bnildings  now  exceeding*  15  feet 
high  may  be  8  inches  thick  if  buttressed  at  inter- 
vals of  not  over  20  feet,  and  that  exterior  solid 
brick  bearing  walls  of  buildings  designed  only 
for  residential  purposes  may  be  8  inches  thick 
when  not  more  than  30  feet  in  height.  In  cases 
where  such  dwellings  are  hereafter  altered  to 
provide  for  commercial  uses  of  the  first  floor, 
nothing  in  this  Code  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
require  any  changes  in  the  existing  walls  ^^dth 
respect  to  their  thickness. 

B.  Where  walls  are  stiffened  at  distances  not 
greater  than  12  feet  apart  by  cross  walls,  or  by 
internal  or  external  returns  at  least  2  feet  deep, 
such  walls  may  be  12  inches  thick  for  the  upper 
70  feet  and  increased  4  inches  in  thickness  for 
each  successive  70  feet  or  fraction  thereof. 

Par.  9,  Sec.  17,  Part  9.  A.  Multiple  Dwellings 
Class  B  or  C  shall  have  stairways  in  accordance 
with  Table  11  as  above  listed. 

B.  Every  building  used  as  a  Multiple  Dwell- 
ing, Class  A,  shall  have  stairways  and  exits  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  28 
of  this  Code. 

Par.  3,  Sec.  28.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Sec- 
tion, dwellings  are  divided  into  the  following 
classes  (1)  one-family  dwellings ;  (2)  two-family 
dwellings;  (3)  three-family  dwellings ;  (4)  mul- 
tiple dwellings. 
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(1)  A  one-family  dwelling  is  a  building  occu- 
pied by  one  family. 

(2)  A  two-family  dwelling  is  a  building  occu- 
pied by  two  families. 

(3)  A  three-family  dwelling  is  a  building  not 
more  than  three  stories  and  basement  in  height 
occupied  by  not  more  than  three  families. 

(4)  A  multiple  dwelling  is  a  building  occu- 
pied as  a  place  of  residence  by  more  than  three 
families. 

Classes  of  Multiple  Dwellings :— Multiple 
dwellings  are  divided  into  three  classes,  viz : 
Class  A,  Class  B  and  Class  C. 

Class  A.  Multiple  dwellings  of  Class  A  are 
dwellings  which  are  occupied  more  or  less  per- 
manently for  residence  purposes  by  more  than 
three  families,  and  in  which  the  rooms  are  occu- 
pied in  apartments,  suites  or  groups.  This  class 
includes  tenement  houses,  flats,  apartment 
houses,  bachelor  apartments,  studio  apartments, 
duplex  apartments,  kitchenette  apartments,  and 
all  other  dwellings  similarly  occupied  whether 
specifically  enumerated  herein  or  not. 

Class  B.  Multiple  dwellings  of  Class  B 
which  are  occupied,  as  a  rule  transiently,  as  the 
more  or  less  temporary  abiding  place  of  indi- 
viduals who  are  lodged,  with  or  without  meals, 
and  in  which  as  a  rule  the  rooms  are  occupied 
singly. 

This  class  includes  lodging  houses,  boarding 
houses,  furnished  room  houses,  lodgings,  club 
houses,  hospitals,  asylums,  and  all  other  dwell- 
ings similarly  occupied,  whether  specifically 
enumerated  herein  or  not. 
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Class  C.  Multiple  dwellings  of  Class  C  are 
hotels,  which  for  the  purpose  of  this  section 
are  defined  as  multiple  dwellings  in  wiiich  the 
public  is  lodged  for  hire  and  in  which  there 
are  maintained  for  the  use  of  transients  more 
than  fifteen  sleeping  rooms,  a  public  dining- 
room  and  general  kitchen. 

Par.  19,  Sec.  28.  Every^  dwelling  hereafter 
erected  shall  have  a  bathroom  and  set  bath  or 
tub  or  shower,  with  all  necessary  supply  pipes, 
waste  pipes  and  sanitary  equipment.  In  multi- 
ple dwellings  of  Class  A  there  shall  be  such  a 
JDathroom  in  each  apartment,  suite  or  group  of 
rooms.  In  multiple  dwellings  of  Class  B  and 
C,  except  hospitals,  there  shall  be  at  least  one 
such  bathroom  for  every  fifteen  occupants. 
Nothing  in  this  Code  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  require  two  bathrooms  in  one-family  dwell- 
ings which  may  hereafter  be  occupied  by  two 
families,  nor  to  require  more  than  two  bath- 
rooms in  dwellings  which  may  hereafter  be 
occupied  by  three  families. 

Par.  26,  Sec.  28.  A.  Every  multiple  dw^elling 
of  Class  A  hereafter  erected  exceeding  one 
stor}^  in  height,  shall  have  at  least  one  flight 
of  stairs  extending  from  the  entrance  floor  to 
the  roof,  and  the  stairs  and  public  halls  herein 
shall  be  at  least  three  feet  wide  in  the  clear, 
except  that,  in  the  case  of  detached,  pitched 
roof  multiple  dwellings,  the  stairs  need  extend 
only  to  the  attic  or  other  higher  floor.  All 
stairs  shall  be  constructed  with  a  rise  of  not 
more  than  7')4  inches  and  with  treads  not  less 
than  9%  inches  wide,  exclusive  of  the  nosing, 
and  not  less  than  three  feet  long  in  the  clear. 
Winding  stairs  shall  not  be  permitted.  Every 
stairway  shall  have  a  handrail,  and  every  open 
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side  ill  hall  or  stairs  shall  be  protected  by  a 
substantial  railing^  or  balustrade,  about  3  feet 
high. 

B.  Non-fire  proof  stairways  and  stair  halls 
of  multiple  dwellings  of  Class  A,  hereafter 
erected,  shall  have  their  soffits  plastered  on 
heavy  metal  lath,  and  all  enclosure  or  parti- 
tion walls  surrounding  the  stair  be  similarly 
plastered. 

C.  In  multiple  dwellings  hereafter  erected 
which  exceed  three  stories  in  height,  the  stair 
halls  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  ma- 
terial throughout,  and  shall  be  enclosed  on  all 
sides  with  walls  of  brick  or  other  approved 
fire-proof  material.  If  the  building  is  four 
stories  and  basement  high,  the  stairs  shall  be 
at  least  three  feet  wide  in  the  clear.  If  higher, 
the  width  of  stairs  in  any  story  shall  be  in- 
creased not  less  than  2  inches  for  each  story 
occurring  above  same  in  excess  of  four,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  such  stair  shall  be  re- 
quired to  be  more  than  four  feet  eight  inches 
wide.  The  risers,  stringers  and  treads  and 
railing  shall  be  of  metal,  concrete,  stone  or 
other  fire  resisting  material.  Wooden  hand- 
rails to  stairs  will  be  permitted  if  constructed 
of  hard  wood.  The  floors  of  all  stair  halls  shall 
be  constructed  of  metal,  concrete  or  other  fire 
resisting  materials,  and  no  wooden  flooring  or 
sleepers  shall .  be  permitted.  All  windows  in 
stair  halls  shall  be  glazed  with  wire  glass.  The 
doors  opening  from  such  stair  halls  shall  be 
fire-proof  and  self-closing.  There  shall  be  no 
transom  or  sash  between  such  stair  hall  and 
any  other  part  of  the  house,  unless  the  same  be 
fixed  and  constructed  of  metal  and  glazed  ^vith 
wire  glass.

D.  The  width  of  platforms  and  landing  shall, 
in  all  cases,  be  not  less  than  the  required  width 
of  the  stairs  in  connection  with  which  they 
occur. 

E.  Stairways  of  multiple  dwellings,  Class 
B  and  C,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section 
17  of  this  Code. 

Par.  34,  Sec.  28.  A  building  not  a  dwelling, 
if  hereafter  converted  or  altered  to  such  use, 
shall  thereupon  become  subject  to  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  relative  to  dwellings 
hereafter  erected.  A  dwelling  of  one  class,  if 
hereafter  altered  or  converted  to  another  class, 
shall  thereupon  become  subject  to  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  relative  to  such  class, 
except  as  provided  in  this  paragraph.  Any 
existing  building  hereafter  altered  into  a  multi- 
ple dwelling  shall  have  over  the  whole  cellar  a 
self-supporting  or  suspended  ceiling  of  fire- 
proof material.  All  pipes  shall  be  below  this 
ceiling  and  so  supported  that  there  will  be  no 
need  of  breaking  the  ceiling  when  making  re- 
pairs. The  furnace  and  ash-rooms  shall  be 
entirely  enclosed  with  fire-proof  walls  with  self- 
closing  metal  covered  doors.  Any  building 
hereafter  altered  into  a  three-family  dwelling 
shall  have  exits  in  accordance  with  Section  28 
of  this  Code. 

Par.  43,  Sec.  28.  In  the  event  that  any  vio- 
lation of  this  section  shall  exist  in  any  building 
covered  by  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
such  violations  shall  constitute  a  nuisance  or 
menace  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  or  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  and  the 
owner  or  occupier  shall  neglect  or  fail  to  rem- 
edy the  same,  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  or 
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the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  may  proceed  to 
remedy  the  same,  and  the  necessary  expense  of 
so  doing,  together  with  an  addition  of  10  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  of  such  expense  as  a  pen- 
alty may  be  recovered  by  the  City  by  suit  or 
action  at  law  against  the  owner  and  of  such  ex- 
pense and  penalty  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  prop- 
erty, to  the  same  extent  as  taxes,  and  such  lien 
shall  relate  back  to  the  time  of  the  notice  herein 
directed  to  be  given.  Before  a  proceeding  to 
incur  such  expense,  the  Commissioner  of  Health, 
or  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  shall  post  a  no- 
tice on  the  front  of  the  building,  stating  that 
unless  such  nuisance  is  abated  within  the  time 
mentioned,  in  said  notice,  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  or  Inspector  of  Buildings,  whichever  the 
case  may  be,  will  proceed  to  abate  the  same  and 
charge  the  cost  thereof  to  the  owner  of  the 
premises.  Such  notice  shall  be  posted  on  said 
premises  at  least  five  days  before  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  or  Inspector  of  Buildings  pro- 
ceeds to  incur  expenses,  unless  the  nuisance  is 
of  a  character  requiring  immediate  action,  in 
which  case  the  time  in  the  notice  shall  be  such 
as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  or  Inspector  of  Buildings,  is  reasonable 
and  proper.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  or 
Inspector  of  Buildings,  whichever  the  case  may 
be,  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  said  notice  to  the 
Bureau  of  Liens,  and  the  clerk  in  charge  of  said 
bureau  shall  record  or  tile  the  same  in  a  book 
or  tile  open  to  public  inspection. 

TelepJiones  to  Fire  Headquarters. 

Par.  97,  Sec.  29.  Every  theatre  liaving  a 
seating  accommodation  for  500  persons  or  more 
shall  have  a  direct  connection  with  the  head- 
quarters of  the  general  fire-alarm  system,  or  it 
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shall  have  fire-alarm  the   same   as  used  else- 
where. 

Location  of  Telephone  or  Fire- Alarm. 

Par.  98,  Sec.  29.  The  location  and  equipment 
of  such  alarm  in  the  building  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Par.  8,  Sec.  31.  No  building  shall  be  con- 
structed or  reconstructed,  altered  or  required, 
to  be  used  for  any  of  the  following  purposes, 
within  the  limits  of  Baltimore : 

1.  The  confinement  of  insane  children  or 
adults. 

2.  The  distillation  of  spirits  of  turpentine  or 
varnish. 

3.  The  manufacture  of  cotton  wadding,  laps 
or  bats. 

4.  The  manufacture  of  explosives. 

5.  The  refining  of  petroleum  or  any  of  its 
products. 

6.  The  rendering  of  fats,  lards  and  like 
products. 

7.  A  hair  factory. 

8.  A  lime  kiln. 

9.  A  tannery. 

10.  A  Eefinery. 

11.  An  abattoir. 

12.  A  glue  factory. 

13.  The  manufacture  of  roofing  materials  of 
chemical  composition. 

14.  Pulverizing  charcoal. 

15.  Stock  yards. 

16.  Poudrette  works. 

17.  Film  exchange,  and  also  Imildings  used  for 
the  manufacture  or  sale  of  films  other  than 
acetate,  or  slow-burning  film. 
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Unless  the  construction,  alteration  and  re- 
pair thereof  exceeding  one-quarter  of  the  value 
of  the  building  be  authorized  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordahied,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

Au  ordinance  to  condemn,  open,  widen  and  grade  Clifton

prohibit  the  sale  at  public  auction  of  any  gold,  silver, 
plated  ware,  precious  stones,  watches,  clocks  or  Jewelry, 
except  in  certain  cases  and  under  certain  conditions  set 
forth  in  said  Ordinance;  and  imposing  certain  require- 
ments, limitations,  duties  and  regulations  on  merchants 
and  auctioneers  in  connection  with  the  conducting  of  such 
auction  sales. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  Ordinance  No. 
684,  approved  March  3,  1922,  of  the  Mavor  and 
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City  Council,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and 
re-enacted  so  that  as  re-enacted  said  Ordinance 
shall  provide  as  follows: 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
or  corporation  to  sell,  dispose  of,  or  offer  for 
sale,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  public  auction, 
or  cause  or  permit  to  be  sold,  disposed  of,  or 
offered  for  sale,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at 
public  auction,  any  gold,  silver,  plated  ware, 
precious  stones,  watches,  clocks  or  Jewelry, 
whether  the  same  shall  be  their  own  property 
or  whether  they  sell  the  same  as  agents  or  em- 
ployees of  others;  provided,  however,  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  judicial  sales  or  sales 
by  executors  or  administrators,  nor  to  sales  by 
or  on  behalf  of  licensed  pawnbrokers  of  unre- 
deemed pledges  in  manner  provided  by  law,  nor 
to  the  sale  at  public  auction  of  the  stock  on 
hand  of  any  person  or  persons  or  corporation 
that  shall,  for  the  period  of  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding such  sale,  have  been  continuously  in  busi- 
ness in  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  a  retail  or 
wholesale  merchant  of  gold,  silver,  plated  ware, 
precious  stones,  watches,  clocks  or  Jewelry  and 
that  shall  also  have  held  trader's  license  for 
such  business  during  said  period ;  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  such  sale  at  public  auction  of  the 
stock  on  hand  of  such  merchant  or  merchants 
shall  be  held  only  subject  strictly  to  the  follow- 
ing conditions : 

(A)  It  must  be  held  on  successive  days,  Sun- 
days and  legal  holidays  excepted,  and  shall  not 
continue  for  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  in  all, 
and  a  period  of  at  least  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  (365)  days  must  have  elapsed  after  the 
conclusion  of  any  auction  sale,  conducted  either 
before  or  after  the  enactment  of  this  Ordinance 
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before  another  auction  sale'  shall  be  commenced 
by  the  same  merchant. 

(B)  It  mnst  be  held  only  between  the  hours 
of  8  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  6  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  at 
no  time  within  the  hours  beginning  at  G  o  'clock, 
P.  M.  and  ending  at  8  o  'clock,  A.  M. 

(C)  Such  auction  sale  must  be  held  either 
at  a  place  at  which  the  merchant  so  selling  his 
or  its  goods  at  auction  conducted  the  jewelry 
business  in  Baltimore,  for  the  period  of  at  least 
ninety  (90)  days  immediately  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  said  auction  sale,  or  at  the  regu- 
lar and  usual  auction  rooms  of  some  duly  li- 
censed auctioneer,  and  at  no  other  place  or 
places. 

(D)  Xot  more  than  fifteen  (15)  nor  less  than 
ten  (10)  days  before  commencing  any  such  sale, 
such  merchant  must  file  with  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  Baltimore  City  a  statement  setting 
forth  the  name  and  address  of  the  merchant  so 
intending  to  conduct  said  sale,  the  place  or 
places  at  which  for  the  year  next  preceding  said 
date  of  sale  such  merchant  has  conducted  his 
or  its  business,  the  date  or  dates  on  which  such 
merchant  secured  trader's  license  for  said  busi- 
ness, the  location  of  and  purpose  of  the  pro- 
posed sale,  the  probable  duration  thereof,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  auctioneer  who  will 
conduct  said  sale,  and  an  inventory  showing  in 
detail  the  quality,  qnantity,  kind  or  grade  of 
the  goods,  wares  and  other  articles  proposed  to 
be  sold,  and  stating  that  no  items  or  articles 
belonging  to  any  other  person  or  corporation 
than  said  merchant  are  included  in  said  inven- 
tory. Said  statement  must  be  subscribed  by 
such  merchant,  or  an  officer  thereof  (if  a  corpo- 
ration), and  verified  by  the  oath  before  a  No- 
tary Pnblic  of  the  person  so  subscribing. 
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(E)  At  least  two  (2)  days  before  the  com- 
mencement of  such  sale  the  auctioneer  named 
in  the  foregoing  statement  shall  file  with  said 
Police  Commissioner  an  affidavit  subscribed  and 
sworn  to  by  liim  referring  to  said  statement 
and  setting  forth  that  he  has  been  employed 
to  conduct  said  sale  at  the  time  and  place  named 
therein  and  that  he  will  keep  a  true  record  of 
any  and  all  lots  or  items  sold  at  said  sale,  and 
the  prices  obtained  therefor. 

Within  ten  days  after  the  conclusion  of  said 
sale,  said  auctioneer  shall  file  with  said  Police 
Commissioner  a  report  showing  all  the  articles 
so  sold  at  said  auction  sale,  and  the  price  at 
which  sold,  and  certifying  that  no  articles  were 
sold  which  were  not  included  in  the  foregoing 
statement,  said  report  to  be  subscribed  by  said 
auctioneer  and  sworn  to  by  him  before  a  Notary 
Public. 

(F)  No  items  or  articles  not  set  forth  in  the 
statement  and  inventory  filed  by  such  merchant 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sub-section 
(D)  preceding  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale 
at  said  auction  sale,  and  all  articles  so  sold 
must  be  sold  as  the  property  of  and  under  the 
name  of  the  merchant  so  conducting  said  sale 
and  during  the  conduct  of  said  sale  a  sign  or 
signs  must  be  maintained  at  the  place  of  said 
sale  plainly  visible  to  persons  attending  the 
same,  showing  the  name  and  address  of  the 
merchant  whose  goods  are  so  being  sold  at  auc- 
tion. 

(G)  Except  in  the  case  of  auction  sales  con-

a  single  track  curve  around  the  northeast  corner 
of  Argyle  iVvenue  and  Dolphin  Street,  connect- 
ing the  existing  westbound  track  on  Dolphin 
Street  with  the  existing  single  track  on  Argyle 
Avenue;  and  to  construct  a  single  track  curve 
around  the  southeast  corner  of  Lanvale  Street 
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and  Myrtle  Avenue  connecting  the  existing  sin- 
gle track  on  Lanvale  Street  with  tlie  existing 
single  track  on  Myrtle  Avenue;  and  to  run  on 
the  aforesaid  tracks,  cars  to  be  propelled  by 
electricity  or  by  the  storage  system,  or  by  any 
improved  system  which  may  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  Highways  Engineer. 

Section' 2.  And  he  it  further  ordamed  that 
the  said  railway  tracks  shall  be  built  and  re- 
newed from  time  to  time  under  the  supervision 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Higlnvays 
Engineer,  and  the  rails  and  renewals  thereof 
from  time  to  time  shall  be  of  the  most  improved 
pattern  of  girder  rails  and  of  a  gauge  similar 
to  tracks  now  in  use  in  said  city,  and  to  be  so 
constructed  and  laid  down  as  not  to  obstruct 
or  impede  the  free  flow  of  water  across  said 
streets,  or  down  the  gutters  thereof. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  that 
The  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of 
Baltimore,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  at 
its  own  expense  in  laying  down  or  in  re- 
laying down,  from  time  to  time,  its  said 
railway  tracks  on  said  streets,  adjust  its 
said  tracks  to  the  grade  of  said  streets  as  the 
same  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  established 
by  law,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the 
space  within  each  of  said  tracks  and  for  two 
feet  outside  of  each  outer  rail  of  each  of  said 
tracks,  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or  other 
obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other 
portions  of  said  road-bed  on  either  side  of  said 
tracks ;  and  shall  pa}^  to  the  City  if  and  so  often 
as  said  streets  or  any  of  them  shall  be  paved  or 
repaved  by  the  ]\Iayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, its  officers  or  agents,  or  any  other  offi- 
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cers  or  agents,  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost 
of  paving  or  repaying  the  spaces  between  the 
said  tracks  and  extending  for  two  feet  on  either 
side  thereof,  of  whatever  material  the  same  may 
be  constructed.  The  United  liailways  and  Elec- 
tric Company  of  Baltimore  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Cit}^,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
due,  the  cost  of  relocating,  strengthening,  or 
otherwise  protecting  all  sub-surface  structures 
belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  located  in  the  s'treet  beneath  the 
space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for 
two  feet  on  either  side  thereof,  and  shall  pay 
to  the  City  within  thirty  days  after  written  no- 
tice from  the  High^^'ays  Engineer  of  the  amount 
due,  the  cost  of  relocating  any  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  City  made  necessary  by 
the  construction  of  said  tracks;  the  judgment 
of  the  Highways  Engineer  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Estimates  as  to  the  work  necessary 
to  safeguard  said  sub-surface  structures  and  as 
to  the  necessity  of  relocating  any  surface  struc- 
tures to  be  final ;  and  the  said  The  United  Rail- 
ways and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  shall 
also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
due,  the  u^ost  of  such  additional  sewer  inlet  or 
inlets  vnth  the  necessary  connecting  pipe  or 
pipes  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer are  required  for  the  purpose  of  proper 
drainage  as  the  result  of  the  construction  of 
said  tracks.  The  said  work  of  relocating  sur- 
face structures  and  relocating,  strengthening 
or  otherwise  protecting  sub-surface  structures 
to  be  done  concurrently  with  the  laying  of  said 
tracks  and  before  the  restoration  of  the  street 
paving. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall 
at  all  times  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right 
to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest,

sentatives or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  ap- 
point a  third  arbitrator  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  a  revaluation  or  valuation  as 
aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  said  two  arbitrators 
shall  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon 
an  umpire,  then  the  Board  of  Estimates  shall 
appoint  such  umpire.

track  maintained  and  operated  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance;  and  the  said  The 
Xorthern  Central  Eailway  Company  shall  also 
pay  all  expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinance.

Commissioner  of  Health  to  secure  proper  reg- 
istration and  identification  of  any  such  tubing, 
appliance,  appurtenance  device,  sample  or  mo- 
del thereof  and  before  such  application  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  he 
shall  determine  whether  said  tubing,  appliance 
appurtenance,  device,  sample  or  model  thereof 
described  therein  conforms  to  the  rules,  regu- 
lations and  specifications  hereinafter  provided 
for  in  Section  11  hereof.  And  in  connection 
with  such  application  the  applicant  shall  tile  a 
certificate  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  that 
such  gas  appliance,  sample  or  model  thereof 
has  been  examined  and  tested  and  found  to  com- 
ply with  the  rules,  regulations,  specifications  and 
requirements  promulgated  by  the  Commission- 
er as  provided  for  in  Section  11  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  not 
issue  a  certificate  of  registration  unless  it  sluill 
satisfactorily  appear  to  him  the  tubing  appli- 
ance, appurtenance,  device,  sample  or  model 
thereof  described  in  said  application  conforms 
to  said  rules,  regulations  and  specifications,  and 
meets  such  tests  as  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
may  prescribe. 
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If  the  (Commissioner  of  Health  determines 
that  the  tnbing,  appliance,  appurtenance  or  de- 
vice described  in  any  such  application  for  reg- 
istration does  not  conform  to  said  rules,  regu- 
lations and  specifications,  or  if  he  is  not  satis- 
fied with  the  application  or  certificate  attached 
thereto  he  shall  notify  the  applicant  forthwith 
stating  his  reasons  therefor  and  in  any  such 
case  the  applicant  may  request  the  ^'Gas  Refer- 
ence Committee"  as  hereinafter  created,  to 
consider  the  application  and  objections  thereto, 
and  upon  such  request  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  may  obtain  the  advice  of  said  ''Gas 
Reference  C^ommittee,"  which  advice  may  be 
considered  by,  but  shall  not  be  binding  upon 
the  said  Commissioner  of  Health. 

All  tubing,  appliances,  appurtenances  or  de- 
vices shall  bear  an  identification  number  or  des- 
ignation which  shall  be  given  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  and  the  number  or  designa- 
tion may  be  the  manufacturer's  regular  trade 
name  and  number,  and  when  applied  for  by 
such  manufacturer,  it  shall  be  stated  in  the  ap- 
plication for  registration,  provided,  that  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply 
to  tubing,  appliances,  appurtenances  or  devices 
used  for  strictly  experimental  purposes,  or  to 
gas  burning  appliances  for  strictly  industrial 
use  as  may  be  defined  in  the  rules,  regulations 
and  specifications  to  be  promulgated  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health. 

11.  That  in  oi-der  to  safeguard  and  protect 
the  health  and  safety  of  the  people  of  Baltimore 
City,  the  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  make,  adopt  and 
promulgate  rules,  regulations  and  specifications 
governing  the  sale,  installation  and  use  in  Bal- 
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timore  City  of  all  tubing,  appliances,  appurte- 
nances or  devices  and/or  samples  or  models 
thereof  for  use  AN-ith,  by  or  for  the  combustion 
of  manufactured  (illuminating)  gas,  provided 
that  all  rules,  regulations  and  specifications  so 
made,  adopted  and  promulgated  shall  l)e  pursu- 
ant to  but  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  and  all  rules,  regulations  and 
specifications  made,  adopted  and  promulgated
